FOREST CONSERVATION 


I.N'THE exieiit of Us forests the United 


States i* the second country in the world. 
It is exceeded in this respee-t only by Rus- 
sia, 
lii this, country today there are 545,- 


000,(XT0"a'cre5""of-forest which -ar«-cw'ned 
.in three ways, by the federal government, 
by the various states and by private owners. 
It will iurpri.se many people to learn that 
only lot), 000,000 acres of. forest'land is 
owned by-the federal government. -That 
owned by the states is 3,000,000 acres, the 
-remaining 442,ooo',ooo acres, or about 80 
.per cent, being in .the hands of individuals 
or corporations. 
, 


The conservation uf all the forests is a 


matter or national, importance, not otiiy 35 
the source of supply of lumber but also to 
conserve the water-supply and to prevent 
the heavy spring rains from taking the win- 
der snows off in great floods which waste 
much valuable water and do a vast amount 
of damage by causing tlie rivers to over- 
flow their, banks and .destroy property of,. 
all kinds. 
Until recent years the. privately 


owned forests were all .operated so :as to 
bring in the greatest immediate returns but 
of late years some of the owners have be- 
gun to see that it is money in their-pockets 
in the long run ta conduct their lumbering 
in such a manner as to preserve their for-* 
ests rather tha.n to destroy them, 
In the 


government forests it is practicable to in- 
sist upon proper methods of cutting, but. 
these forests are only a small part of the 
whole-and it is somewhat difficult, to con- 
trol the operations on the private forests.
